In accordance with Section 62, Subsection (2) of ““The Workmen’s 
Compensation Act” the Workmen’s Compensation Board has the honor 
to submit its report for the year ended December 31, 1903. 


Claims 


Although industrial activity continued at a high level during 1968, 
the Board is pleased to report that the total number of accidents reported 
showed a small decrease and the number of fatal accidents reported was 
significantly reduced from the previous year. Accidents reported to the 
Board during the ten-year period 1959-1968 were as follows:

In order to handle claims with maximum efficiency administrative 
procedures are continually under review and where possible are streamlined 
to maintain a high level of service. 


Rehabilitation 


2,307 workmen were treated as out-patients at the Rehabilitation 
Clinic by the treatment staff consisting of medical doctors, a psychologist, 
physiotherapists, occupational therapists, remedial gymnasts and work 
assessment officers. A staff of capable prosthetists continued to be a great 
benefit to amputee patients by the careful construction, fitting and main- 
tenance of prostheses. 


. Members of the treatment staff attended seminars and courses at a 
variety of other centres and thus kept up to date in their respective fields 
of treatment. 


University of Alberta physiotherapy and occupational therapy 
students attended classes at the Clinic and were given lectures and 
demonstrations in their respective fields. During the summer months several 
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of these students served part of their internships at the Clinic. Lectures 
were also given to medical students. 


The Rehabilitation Department assisted in the vocational rehabilita- 
tion of 3,428 workmen during the year. Of those assisted, 1,604 returned 
to work with their former employers and 1,180 with new employers while 
257 could not be rehabilitated and 387 were still under treatment, in 
training or awaiting employment at the year end. In many cases academic 
or vocational courses or on-the-job training were arranged for and financial 
assistance granted to retrain disabled workmen for suitable employment. 
As in past years counselling has been an important part of the Rehabilita- 
tion Officers’ duties. 


The cooperation received from Canada Manpower, Alberta Voca- 
tional Training and from many employers, together with the continuing 
high level of employment in the Province, greatly assisted the Rehabilitation 
Officers in returning injured workmen to suitable employment. 


The Rehabilitation Officers also interviewed widows of fatally 
injured workmen in accordance with the Board’s policy of personal 
interviews with all widows to advise them of the provisions of the Act 
which might concern them. 


Assessment 


23,990 employers had open assessment accounts with the Board at 
December 31, 1968, and the assessable payroll for the year was again 
increased over that of the previous year. The following table shows the 
number of employers registered with the Board and the assessable payroll 
at the end of each of the last ten years:

As in previous years the Board carefully reviewed the financial 
position of each Classification of industry before setting assessment rates 
for the ensuing year. Discussions were held with employer groups and 
associations to inform them of the financial position of their respective 
Classifications and any representations made by them were considered 
before the rates were established. These meetings assist in increasing 
mutual understanding of the various problems faced both by employers 
and by the Board in the administration of the Act. 
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Accident Prevention 


Accident prevention work continued to follow the two main lines 
of “education” and “inspection”. 


During the year the previously established program of consultive 
surveys of the accident prevention procedures and programs in the opera- 
tions of certain employers was expanded to a Safety Advisor Program 
under which the surveys were conducted on request as previously and the 
Education Safety Supervisor acted as the company safety advisor until the 
company’s program was well established. 


The number of safety councils and associations was increased by 
one to twenty-one. The Board feels that the work done by these organiza- 
tions is most valuable in promoting improved safety methods in their 
various industries and for this reason continued its established policy of 
presenting plaques and scrolls to the employers having the best safety 
records in their respective Councils or Associations. 


The Board’s Accident Prevention Department conducted the follow- 
ing training courses, seminars and safety nights: 


— 1 course for management personnel; 


— 59 Supervisors’ Training Courses at which a total of 927 industrial 
supervisors received training and were awarded certificates; 


— 3 Safety Co-ordinators’ Training Courses for persons at management 
level or those engaged in specialists’ duties regarding safety; 


— 3 Safety Seminars for workmen, each lasting 3 days or more; 
— 1 Safety Seminar for workmen, lasting two days; 
— 50 Safety Nights, covering safety problems in various industries; 


— 2 Seminars, held in conjunction with the Department of Industrial 
Health, on “The Safe Handling and Transportation of Radioactive 
Materials”. 


It was encouraging to find that the seminars and safety nights re- 
ferred to above were dttended by 2,810 persons, this being an increase of 
20.6% over 1967. 


A total of 79 First Aid Classes were held during the year and 
3,119 persons were qualified. Of this number 424 were qualified from the 
28 classes held for workmen of employers carrying on operations in isolated 
areas of Northern Alberta. 


In addition to the various safety courses, seminars and nights listed 
above, safety was actively promoted in a number of ways as follows: 


— booklets on “Hydrogen Sulphide” and “Sewer Gas” were prepared 
and distributed, as were approximately 560,000 pieces of promo- 
tional literature and posters; 


— one-minute safety promotion film shorts, both in color and black 
and white, were provided by the Board and shown as a public 
service by television stations in Edmonton, Calgary, Medicine Hat, 
Red Deer, Lethbridge and Lloydminster; 
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— addresses and demonstrations by staff members were given on 174 
occasions to approximately 8,000 persons; 


— 1,437 bookings of safety films were made from the Workmen’s 
Compensation Board film library by employers, vocational and 
technological schools and the Board’s safety supervisors for show- 
ing to one or more interested groups. The library was further 
expanded by the addition of 5 new films. 


New General Accident Prevention Regulations were completed and 
regulations governing various specific industries were under review at the 
end of the year. 


31,530 inspections of places of employment were made during the 
year, as a result of which 7,409 reports of unsafe conditions were made 
and directions issued for their correction. Investigations of 435 accidents 
were made to determine their causes and to obtain information for use 
in avoiding similar accidents in the future. 


General 


During the year members of the Board and senior members of 
the staff met with individual workmen, employers, labor groups and em- 
ployers’ associations to discuss various matters arising from the administra- 
tion of the Act including claims and assessment matters, safety and safety 
regulations. 


At the 1968 session of the Alberta Legislature a committee was 
appointed to review the provisions of The Workmen’s Compensation Act. 
The facilities of the Board were placed at the disposal of the Committee. 


In compliance with Section 62 subsection (4) of The Workmen’s 
Compensation Act the firm of William M. Mercer Limited was appointed 
to conduct an actuarial evaluation of the Board’s pension accounts as at 
December 31,"1968. 


A great deal of work was done during the year in planning for 
the Board’s proposed new Head Office building in Edmonton. It is hoped 
that construction will commence late in 1969. 


The Board continued its policy of encouraging and assisting mem- 
bers of the staff to take courses of education and training which could be 
expected to benefit their work and is pleased to note that a substantial 
number of the staff took advantage of this opportunity. 


The Board takes this opportunity of expressing its appreciation to 
all members of the staff for their loyalty, efficiency and cooperation, 
without which successful administration of the Act would not be possible.

Receipts and Payments 


Result of Operations 


Operations for the year under review resulted in a_ provisional 
surplus of $2,149,143.78 in respect of 1968 and a provisional surplus of 
$460,485.76 in respect of 1967 and prior years, details of which are 
shown in Statements 4 and 5 respectively. The provisional results have 
been consolidated in Statement 3 and carried to operating reserve as 
shown in Statement 2. 


In arriving at the operating results in respect of Class 13-2, the 
fiscal year of which, for the Board’s purposes, is the first of November 
to the following thirty-first of October, assessment revenue applicable to 
the twelve-month period ending October 31, 1969, and all expenditure 
during the months of November and December, 1968, have been deferred 
to the next fiscal period; and revenue of 1967 applicable to the twelve- 
month period ending October 31, 1968, and all expenditure during Novem- 
ber and December, 1967, deferred at December 31, 1967, have been 
brought into account in order to show all transactions in their respective 
periods. 
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The assessment year for personal coverage is a twelve-month period 
ending the last day of February. No adjustment was made to defer revenue 
applicable to the months of January and February, 1969, to the next 
fiscal period. 


Assessment revenue shown in Statement 4 includes the net adjust- 
ment estimated to be required when all pay-roll audits in respect of the 
period under review have been completed. 


Interest shown in Statements 3 and 4 includes the allocation of 
interest earnings of the pension liability-funded in excess of the 4% require- 
ment for the current year, in an amount of $648,224.70 to the classes 
and $36,893.82 to self-insurers. 


Payments for medical services in respect of accidents of 1943 and 
prior years, amounting to $14,962.47 have been charged to the reserve 
for rehabilitation. 


During the year under review: provision for silicosis in an amount 
of $165,537.00 shown in Statement 4 has been charged only to those 
classes that have experienced silicosis as an industrial disease. 


ASSETS 


Assessments receivable, less reserve 

Assessments receivable have been increased by $1,900,470.62 being 
the net adjustment estimated to be required when all pay-roll audits have 
been completed in respect of the period under review. The reserve for 
doubtful assessments receivable amounted to $46,778.49 at December 31, 
1968, and is considered adequate. During the year under review accounts 
totalling $18,103.62 were written off as uncollectible. Recoveries of ac- 
counts previously written off amounted to $1,811.25. 


Advances to employees secured by chattel mortgages 

Advances to employees to assist in the purchase of automobiles 
required for Board business, secured by chattel mortgages, amount to 
$23,947.52. Repayments have been made as required. 


Investments 


Investments are held in safekeeping, under joint custody of two 
officials of the Board, at the Bank of Montreal, Edmonton, and were 
verified by examination on January 2, 1969. Investments, all of which 
are registered in the name of the Board, are summarized hereunder:

The market value of the investments amounted to approximately 
$76,887,000.00 as at December 31, 1968. 
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Reserve for loss as at December 31, 1968, amounted to $1,935, 
923.13 and was provided for possible future losses on realization of in- 
vestments. Provision during the year under review amounted to $148,000.00 
as shown in Statement 2.

LIABILITIES AND RESERVES 


Deferred income, net 


Assessments levied in respect of Class 13-2, applicable to the 
twelve-month period ending October 31, 1969, have been deferred in full 
until the next fiscal year. Likewise all expenditure during November and 
December, 1968, regardless of year of occurrence of accident, has been 
deferred. The net revenue, $501,775.50, is shown in the attached Balance 
Sheet under the above caption. 


Estimated merit rebates 


Merit rebates to be allowed in respect of the year 1968 could not 
be determined prior to the closing of the Board’s accounts, but provision, 
in the amount of $2,615,900.00, has been made as an estimate of re- 
quirements. 


Claims pending and unfinalled claims 

The liability in respect of the above is an estimate, based on opinions 
of officials of the Board and the experience of certain prior years, of the 
amount required to meet all costs in respect of claims pending and unfinalled 
claims with the exception of those costs chargeable to the reserves for 
silicosis, rehabilitation, disasters, enhanced disabilities and Section 84 (a), 
and those in respect of self-insurers’ employees. 


Pensions 


An actuarial evaluation of the Board’s liability with respect to pen- 
sions was made as at December 31, 1963. In accordance with the recom- 
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mendations of the Board’s actuary, a new basis for the capitalization of 
pension awards granted, including a change in the valuation interest rate 
from 334% to 4%, was adopted to take effect January 1, 1965. A re- 
evaluation of the Board’s liability, using the new valuation basis, indicated 
that as at December 31, 1963, the amount provided exceeded requirements 
by $1,114,200.00. This surplus is held in the pension fund in accordance 
with the recommendation of the Board’s actuary. 


Reserve for silicosis 


There is no basis upon which an opinion could be formed as to the 
adequacy of the reserve. 


Reserve for rehabilitation 


As stated elsewhere in this report, payments for medical services 
in respect of accidents of 1943 and prior years have been charged to the 
reserve following the transfer, as at December 31, 1948, of the amount 
standing to the credit of the reserve for medical aid to the reserve for 
rehabilitation. 


Expenditures for rehabilitation charged to the reserve during the 
year amounted to $366,287.94 as shown in Statement 10. 


Total capital expenditures to December 31, 1968, for the rehabilita- 
tion clinic, amounted to $2,125,531.86 and have been charged to the 
reserve. The assets are not reflected in the attached Balance Sheet. 


Provision for the reserve for the period amounted to $383,197.00.

There is no basis upon which an opinion could be formed as to 
the adequacy of these reserves. 


Operating reserve 


The reserve represents the balance at credit of classes after pro- 
vision for reserves as shown in Statement 2. 


GENERAL 


The Board has contingent liabilities for pensions in respect of 
service on the Board by commissioners for which pension is not payable 
under The Public Service Pension Act and in respect of contributions 
under that Act for employees’ first year service. 


Subject to the foregoing report, I certify that, in my opinion, the 
attached Balance Sheet is properly drawn up so as to show the true 
financial position of the Workmen’s Compensation Board as at December 
31, 1968, according to information and explanations given to me and 
as shown by the books of the Board and the accompanying Statements of 
Revenue and Expenditure correctly set forth the results of operations for 
the year ended at that date.
